Sects, and Christians that desire to be 


known by the undue prominence of soaie 
single feature of Christianity, are nec- 
essarily imperfect just in proportion to 
the distinctness of their peculiarities. 
The power of Christian truth is in its 
unity and symmetry, nnd not in the 
saliency or brilliancy of any of its special 
doctrines. If among painters of the hu- 
man face and form there should spring 
np a sect of the eyes, nnd another sect of 
the nose, a sect of the hand, nnd a sect 
of the foot, and all of them should agree 
but in the one thing of forgetting that 
there was a living spirit behind the fea- 
tures more important than them all, they 
would do much to resemble the schools 
and cliques of Christians, for the spirit 
of Christ is the great essential truth; 
doctrines are but the features of the face, 
and ordinances but the hands and feet. 


It would almost seem as if tbete was a 


certain drollery of art which leads men 
who think they are doing one thing to do 
another and very different one.

The Battle of Lexington. 


•\VAsnixc.T.os,April I8.h.-In view of th« 
Centennial celebration at Concord and 
Lexington to-morrow, official or sworn 
statements of eye-witnesses of the battle 
of Lexington, extracted from journals 
of the Continental Congress at Lexing- 
ton, are published to-day. They w«re 
spread on the journal and transmitted to 
Mr Franklin, in England, lor the rea- 
son that both parties felt that a fatal 
error had been committed. The Conti. 
cental Congress wished to clear their 
party from the accusation of opening 
fire on the troops of the King. They 
desired that Dr. Franklin should atonce 
have affidavits printed nnd distributed 
throughout England, and especially con- 
vey them to the Lord Mayor and Coun- 
cil of London, that they might take ac- 
tion thereon. It appears from the affi- 
davits that it is rather doubtful whether 
the militia fired at all when drawn upon 
tha green at Lexington. The firing was 
done when they were dispersing and no 
longer an organized body. Thos. Eice 
Willard's affidavit states that the militia 
did not fire a gun until they were 
dis- 


persed. Jno. Parker, commander of the 
militia testifies that he ordered his men 
to disperse and not fire, and immediately 
afterward the tegular* fired and killed 
ei«tt of the militia, without receiving 
M?y provocation. The other affidavits 
Bttostantially set forth the same thing, 
and are dated April 23d nnd 2uth, l(7o. 


No "Centenaial" in His. 


Raphael Semmes has written o letter 


to Gov. Houston, of Alabama, in which 
he denounces the Centennial Exposition 
in unmeasured terms. His animus can 
be gathered from the closing paragraph 
of tnat letter, which is as follows: 


"The meanest and most cowardly act 


of which a State can be guilty-one 
which has been frowned upon in all 
time-is to abandon its allies when it 
has been beaten in a war, and, like a 
crwen, make separate terms with its 
enemv. If this be odious among men, 
what shall we say of a State which aban- 
dons her own children to their fate and 
makes a separate peace which brands 
her and them with infamy at Hie same 
time? What say you, Gov. Houston? 
Will yon meet Edmunds and other men 
of that stripe to celebrate, in a social 
gathering of tho States, the fact that the 
'nation' has tired a hundred years, when 
tbe Constitution of that nation, under 
which TOO and he and they live, brands 
in terms the State which yon represent 
as being 'an insurrectionist and a rebel?'

Until this stain upon our • 


honor is wiped out of the fundamental 
Jaw, no man of honor, in my poor judg- 
ment, can cotseat to any such humiha-
